Petition Will Be Filed By the Depart- 


ment In New York Within a Few 
Days — Gradual Disintegration of 
Monopoly 
Sounht — Proceedings 


Against Telegraph Trust. 


Washington, July 9. — A new and 


important plan in connection with pro- 
ceedings against the tobacco trust has 
been adopted by department of justice. 
After requestingthecourt to issue sub- 
poenaes requiring them to appear and 
answer the allegations contained iu 
the bill, and asking that the monopoly 
complained of be declared illegal and 
in vioiation of the Sherman anti-trust 
act, the department, in its petition, 
which probably will be tued in New 
York within a few days, will ask the 
court if in its judgment the interests 
and the facts as disclosed demand 
such action, that receivers be appoint- 
ed to take charge of the business and 
administer the same in harmony with 
the law. 


Such a course, it is said, if adopted, 


would require the receiver taking 
charge of a corporation to administer 
its business with a view to the gradual' 
disintegration of such monopoly, that 
is to say, such, receiver in administer- 
ing such business would from time to 
time be expected to sell and dispose 
of the different property units coin- 
posing such monopoly in such a way 
as to preserve all the essential rights 
of the' stockholders and at the same 
time ultimately give to the general 
public the benefit of competition be- 
tween separate and independent cor- 
porations or businesses. 


It is understood that this plan has 


never before been adopted in the..pros- 
ecution of trusts, but it is more than 
likely that some plan will be followed 
in dealing with the so-called powder 
trust and such'other trusts if the pe- 
culiar facts In '6onnection with each 
would justify such action. 


After Telegraph Combine. 


New York, July 9.—Acting on a pe- 


tition filed by Attorney General W. S. 
Jackson, Justice M. W. Platzek in the 
supreme court appointed R. Burnham 
Moffatt, an attorney, to take evidence 
based upon the' attorney general's al- 
legations that • the Postal Telegraph 
and Cable company1 and''the Western 
Union Telegraph company have form- 
ed an illegal combination to increase 
rates in New York and other states. 
Mr. Moffatt announced that the first 
hearing in the matter will be held at 
his office July 16. In his .petition At- 
torney General Jackson charges that 
the alleged combine was formed in 
this city last January, and is a mo- 
nopoly in restraint of. competition in 
the telegraph business.

Additional Comment on the Japanese- 


American Situation. 


London, July 9.—The Daily Mail, in 


an editorial article on tbe Japanese- 
American situation, 'says: ''War be- 
tween Japan and America is almost 
unthinkable. We believe the inten- 
tions of the statesmen of both coun- 
tries to be profoundly pacific, and that 
tbe incidents at San Francisco are not 
responsible for the movement of the 
American fleet.

Such a move was very 
effective the first time it was per- 
formed, and henceforth no nation will 
wait for a formal declaration of war, 
bat will be ready to strike while there 
are yet no signs of a diplomatic rup- 
ture.

He was a delegate to 
the convention which inausiirntod the Republican party and actively supported 
John C. Fremont for tho presidency. He was chairman of the Republican con- 
vention that renominated Abraham Lincoln, who appointed him postmaster 
general. He was an earnest frioml of Senator John Sliermnn and worked for 
his nomination In the national Republic;!!! convention of 3880. Governor De 
nison died at his home in Columbus June 15, 1882. Dennison college, at Gr»n-
